R esidents are 

being urged to 
have their say on 
wide-ranging cuts 
to bus services in Hackney 
before it’s too late. 

Transport for London 
(TfL) has launched a 
public consultation on 
its ‘bus modernisation’ 
programme, which closes 
on 9 November. 

The proposals affect 16 
bus routes in the borough, 
involving cuts to routes 
and frequency. The most 
significant proposal will see 
the withdrawal of Route 
48, removing the link from 
Hackney to London Bridge. 

The Council wants to 
make sure affected residents 
are aware of the plans and 
don’t miss their opportunity 
to give their views to 
TfL and the Mayor 
of London.

affected bus routes in these 
proposals are in Hackney, 
which is completely 
disproportionate. We know 
many of our residents rely 
on these services for all 
sorts of reasons, and some 
will be severely affected, 
particularly older and more 
vulnerable people. 

“The Overground 
means we are now better 
connected but bus services 
are still essential to how we 
move around the borough 
- for school, work or every 
day life. 

“The 242 is the only bus 
route serving the Clapton 
Park estate. Plans to cut 
back and reduce frequency 
will mean longer journey 
times and result in it being 
diverted at Dalston to run 
to Aldgate, which would be 
the first stop to get on the 
Underground. 

“We appreciate TfL is 
under pressure to save 
money but these changes 
will have a huge impact on 
our borough’s mobility.

RESIDENTS’ VIEWS 
ON BUS CUTS 


EARLIER this year the 
Council carried out a public 
consultation on the impact 
of bus cuts. The survey 
provided some useful 
insights and strong opinion: 

“I have terrible arthritis and 
waiting longer for buses is 
causing me a lot of pain 
and suffering” 

“The 388 bus occasionally 
disappears from schedules 
when due and no bus 
arrives, so waiting time 
can become 20 minutes 
(on route from Stratford 
to Hackney)” 

“I have noticed the 48 bus 
route is infrequent and 242 is 
shortened. I can’t afford Tube 
fares and suffer from anxiety 
using the Underground" 

“Re-instate the 242 full 
length. In a day of increasing 
populations, cutting routes 
is absurd - there should be 
more not less” 


bus frequencies in Hackney 
over the past year without 
consulting anyone. 

“We’ve been calling 
on them to be more 
transparent and listen to 
the impact on people, so it’s 
now important that we and 
residents in the borough 
make our voices heard.” 

Hackney has seen a 
number of frequency 
reductions across routes 
over the past year (Nos 42, 
48,106,141,236,276,279 
and 343, and Night Buses), 
along with the cutback of 
the 277 from Highbury to 
Dalston Junction. 

This new consultation 
proposes more frequency 
reductions and the loss of 
north-south links across the 
river with the withdrawal of 
the 48 bus route.

A by-election took place on 18 October, following the 
resignation of Cllr Alex Kuye. 

The results were: Harini Iyengar (Women’s Equality 
Party): 84; Pippa Morgan (Liberal Democrat): 436; Wendy 
Robinson (Green): 296; Christopher Sills (Conservative): 

148 and Penny Wrout (Labour): 1,311. 

The turn out was 25 per cent.

A BRAND-NEW 
pavilion and 
changing rooms 
have officially 
opened at Hackney 
Marshes, as the final part of 
the Council’s transformation 
of the area. 

The North Marsh 
Pavilion, which replaces 
old facilities that had come 
to the end of their life, will 
provide 16 new changing 
rooms, four officials rooms, 
cricket practice nets and a 
social space overlooking the 
cricket pitch. 

To mark the opening 
of the new pavilion, on 
19 September, Stoke 
Newington Cricket Club, 
Pedro Youth Football Club 
and Daubeney Primary 
School girls’ football team 
hosted matches, watched 
by representatives from the 
Council and guests from the 
England and Wales Cricket 
Board (ECB) and 
the Football Foundation. 

The opening of the 
North Marsh Pavilion 
completes the Council’s 
transformation of Hackney 
Marshes. This has included 
new all-weather pitches 
and improved landscaping 
at Mabley Green, bringing 
back the football pitches 
at the East Marsh after 
the London Olympics, 
developing the Hackney 
Marshes Centre, new cycling 
and walking routes to link 
the Marshes to the Olympic 
Park, and the refurbishment 
of Cow Bridge.

Tenants urged: check your heating now before the temperature drops 


AS THE nights draw in, 
the Council is urging 
tenants to check their 
heating before the cold 
weather begins to bite. 

The Council receives 
a high number of calls 
about faulty heating 
systems as temperatures 
begin to drop. 

This can lead to a 
backlog of emergency 
call-outs that mean some 
residents may face waiting 


for heating repairs. To 
prevent being left waiting 
in the cold, Council 
tenants that have their 
own heating systems - 
not a communal heating 
system - are being advised 
to check their heating 
now and report any 
problems immediately. 

It is quick and simple 
to test your heating and 
will leave you reassured 
that you are prepared for 


winter. All you need to 

do is: 

• Make sure you have 
both gas and electric 
credit on your meters 

• Turn on your 
programmer to heating 

• Turn on all radiator 
valves 

• Turn the room 
thermostat to maximum 

• The heating valves 
should open and the 
pump should run

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• Radiators should now 
get hot 

• Run for five minutes 
and then turn off. 

Steve Platt, Head of 

Building Maintenance 
and Estate Environment, 
said: “It is very important 
that you check your 
heating now. Your boiler 
will likely be working 
but it may only be in hot 
water mode. 

“But you should check 


your heating is ready for 
winter. We don’t want any 
of our tenants to be left 
waiting for repairs 
and urge you to work 
with us on helping to 
prevent any problems.”

T HE designer of 

the internationally 
recognised peace 
symbol, Gerald 
Holtom, has been 
acknowledged with a blue 
plaque unveiled earlier 
this month on Blackstock 


Road in Finsbury Park. 

The plaque, funded by 
the Council, was placed at 
the former offices of ‘Peace 


News’, where Gerald 
presented his design 
60 years ago, as a symbol 
to unite protesters who 
eventually came under 
the banner of the 
Campaign for Nuclear 
Disarmament (CND). 

The origin of the symbol 
included the use of the 
semaphore flag signalling 
system for the letters 
‘N’ and ‘D’, standing for 
‘nuclear disarmament’. 


There was no copyright 
put on the design and 
it was quickly adopted 
across the world as a 
global symbol for peace.

FROM advice on getting 
into work to support 
around tenancies, arrears 
and evictions, over 125 
residents came to Hackney 
Town Hall Square to get 
advice at an event to mark 
World Homelessness Day. 

The Council teamed up 
with charities Shelter and 
Thames Reach for the event 
on 10 October. One of the 
visitors was Robert Meade, 
57, from Stoke Newington, 
who came along to speak 
to his housing support 


officer Samantha Daniel. 

He was helped by the 
Council into temporary 
accommodation. Robert 
said: “I see other people 
sleeping on the buses and 
think I should be doing 
that, but I have a bed. In 
the future I do want to get 
my own place. I want to 
have my friends over to 
celebrate Christmas and 
be more independent.” 

As well as advice for 
those already receiving 
support, there was also 


information on how to 
refer someone who is rough 
sleeping and what to do if 
you think you are going to 
become homeless.

Stik’s artwork auction raises 
£150,000 for theatre group 

ICONIC artwork by Hackney 
artist Stik, which had spent 
close to a decade nailed 
to a brick wall in the East 
End, sold for £150,000 at 
auction house Christie’s 
earlier this month. 

Theatre group Cardboard 
Citizens will be the 
beneficiary from the sale of 
the eight-foot-tall wooden 
sculpture called ‘Up On The 
Roof. The theatre group, based in Tower Hamlets, works 
with people affected by homelessness, building their 
confidence and helping them learn new skills. 

Adrian Jackson, CEO/artistic director, Cardboard Citizens, 
said: “It’s so wonderful that all these years after we first 
met Stik on a project, the piece he made for us then ends 
up enabling us to do lots more projects like that.” 

Stik added: “Cardboard Citizens gave me support and 
encouragement when I needed it and I know this money 
will be well spent helping many others who are in need of 
a little help to realise their dreams."

Council tenants 
most affected 
by construction 
work on thousands of new 
homes Hackney is building 
could get priority on 
moving into them, under 
a new policy. 

The Council’s Keeping 
Communities Together 
policy gives residents 
living close to new 
Council developments 
whose current Council 
home doesn’t meet their 
needs - for reasons 
like overcrowding or 
medical needs - the first 
opportunity to live there. 

The Council will deliver 
nearly 2,000 new homes, 
three schools and a new 
leisure centre at more 
than 20 sites by 2022 - 
with over half of the new 
housing for social rent and 
shared ownership. 

Mayor of Hackney, 
Philip Glanville, said: 
“With 13,000 families 
waiting for a Council 
home, I’m proud that 
Hackney is building 
thousands of new 
homes across the borough 
- despite receiving 
barely a penny of 
Government funding. 

“Rather than selling 
off land to private 
developers, we’re building 
these homes ourselves, 
and I’m determined that 
they go to local people in 
need rather than investors 
or buy-to-let landlords. 

“This policy does 
just that - ensuring that 
those most affected by 
construction on their 
doorstep get first dibs on 
new genuinely affordable 
Council homes once 
they’re complete.” 

Tia Son Nguyen and 
her family lived at the 
Kings Crescent estate in 
Stoke Newington for 17 
years before moving into 
a bigger, high-quality new 
property last year under a 
trial of the policy. 

She now lives there 
with her husband and 
two children. 

Her 17-year-old son 
Johnson Le said: “Having

Crescent regeneration 
project in Stoke 
Newington no homes 
were sold overseas, while 
all shared ownership 
properties at the Great 
Eastern development in 
London Fields were sold 
to Hackney residents.

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Olive Johnson, who came to the UK from Jamaica, remembers 
working in the UK 

"I came by air. My sister was here, married with two children. I came to Tresham Avenue in 
Hackney - I’ve always been in Hackney. 

I applied to do nursing. Nursing is my life and I enjoy every minute of it. I was in Whipps Cross 
Hospital... You see, the British people, their children didn’t like nursing and most of the men 
said their wives shouldn't be nurses. They wanted them to be at home to give them their 
slippers and their dinners when they come home at night. A woman’s place is in the home - 
that was the British men. And, of course, the money wasn’t that good. 

But nursing is nice. It was all I wanted... It was lovely, lovely, lovely. I enjoyed every minute. 

I got the life I wanted in London, very much so. London is just London. And Hackney, more than 
all, is lovely.”

a ER one thousand 
lople arrived at 
Jlbury Docks, 
ssex, on 21 June 
1948, carried from the 
Caribbean on the British 
troopship HMT Empire 
Windrush in response to a 
Commonwealth-wide call 
to help ease the UK’s post¬ 
war labour shortage. 

Around half a million 
more were to follow before 
1971. This year marks the 
70th anniversary of the 
Windrush generation, and 
to mark their experiences 
and contributions to British 
life, Connect Hackney has 
put together a booklet, 
drawing together the 
memories of Hackney’s own 
Windrush residents. 

“It’s really important that 
as a borough with a large 
Caribbean community, 
we celebrate the 70th 
anniversary of Windrush 
arriving in the UK,” 
writes Cllr Anntoinette 
Bramble, Deputy Mayor 
of Hackney, in the 
booklet’s introduction. 

She adds: “Alongside 
our celebrations it’s also 


important for us to honour 
and respect people affected 
by this history in the present, 
and realise the hardships 
that communities like the 
Windrush generation still 
face today, and how as a 
society we can reflect on 
history to overcome this. 

“Hackney has a long 
cherished history of 
migration which has made it 
the special place it is today.” 

The booklet and 
accompanying podcasts 
are available at Hackney 
Archives, explains Lola 
Akindoyin, Connect 
Hackney’s Programme 
Director. She says: “It’s 


great that generations 
for years to come will 
be able to learn from 
and celebrate Hackney’s 
Windrush residents.” 

The booklet, ‘Windrush, 
Stories of a Hackney 
Generation’ was launched at 
the Council’s Caribbean 
Tea Party on 3 October. 

It is produced by Connect 
Hackney, a programme at 
Hackney CVS, which aims 
to improve the wellbeing of 
residents aged 50 and over. 

The £5.8million scheme, 
which runs until 2021, 
is funded by Big Lottery 
Fund’s ‘Fulfilling Lives, 
Ageing Better’ programme.

"I was born in Barbados, and I started school early, 
because at four I was able to read. And then at 
eight, that’s when my parents sent for me here and 
that’s when the problems started... 

I knew they were my parents because they’d sent 
letters and I'd sent letters but I couldn't tell yoir\l 
what they looked like. When I landed at the airport^ 
the only way we recognised each other was they 
had a placard with my name and I had a piece of 
paper with what to look out for. I saw a couple of 
people with a sign with my name on and I figured 
they must be my parents. 

It took several years to kind of come to terms 
with that. 

I came in 1963 in the coldest winter on record 
-1 came straight from the hottest island in the 
Caribbean to the coldest place on the face of the 
planet. I came in November, so it wasn’t that great 
when I landed at Heathrow airport. I never really 
recovered from the snow, to tell you the truth...”

“I didn’t want my mother to leave so I thought if I did 
something, like if I was sick or injured maybe, she would stay. 
So I went and stepped on a piece of glass and cut my foot 
deliberately in the hope that she wouldn't leave. She came, 
gave me a cuddle, put a plaster on my foot and handed me 
back to my grandmother - and off she went. I’ve still got the 
scar in the bottom of my foot. 

She eventually sent for us, and we came over on the cruise 
ship Ascania... We came to Portsmouth. We took a train up 
to London. We were looking out the window as the train came 
into the station, and although I didn't have a memory of my 
mother in the Caribbean other than cutting my foot to make 
her stay, I was able to recognise her on the platform, and I 
said, ‘‘There’s mum!” 

In England you were given toys that were ready-made: 
cowboy and Indian, guns, bow and arrow, Ludo and all kind 
of board games. But in the Caribbean you had to make 
everything. I was amazed how backward the English children 
were in terms of, if they didn't have a toy they were lost.” 


Veronica Husbands (right), who 
came to the UK from Dominica, 
and Dahlia Douglas (below), 
who came from Guyana aged 
10, remember the racism they 
encountered on arrival

“Walking the street, close to the houses, and 
you say, ‘oh it’s drizzling’ - and when you 
look up people are spitting on you. I’ve been 
hit with coal. One day my mum came home 
with her hand bleeding - boys were flinging 
eggs at her and cut her. It was tough going, 
you had to have good nerves to deal with the 
public in those days. 

Things have improved tremendously now. I 
don’t know who made the changes or how 
the changes came about, but I think why we 
are being treated differently now is simply 
because black people have opened their 
eyes to reality and don’t just sit and take 
what is piled in our face.” 




Dahlia 

“Back home mum looked after me, but when 
she came here she couldn't get a job teaching, 
although it was the same type of certificate back 
home because it was a British colony, so mum 
worked in a factory and I had a childminder. She 
a wonderful white woman and her name was 
Gertrude and she showered me with love. 

In those days they used to call us coloured and 
coloured people couldn’t get Council houses... 
Jewish people are the only ones that rented to us. 
And I remember in Ridley Road, certain people 
wouldn’t sell to us. You would stand at a bus stop 
and people would come and spit at people - ‘go 
back to your country. What are you doing here?’ 
Lots of things like that. 

But my parents always instilled in me that I am 
worthy and my education mattered.” 


Ann Canaii, who came to the UK 
from St Lucia aged 14, remembers 
Hackney’s nightlife 

“We came by boat. It was quite a nice journey 
until we got to Gibraltar. I went on deck and 
I passed out and then I caught pneumonia. I 
lost so much weight that by the time I came I 
couldn’t fit in my clothes... 

I cried for 13 years! It was so dismal, it 
was damp, it was dirty, it was ugly - it was 
everything I hadn’t expected. It was so cold, so 
cold. I just couldn’t get used to it. I got chilblains 
on my toes and my fingers - until this day my 
fingers never went back to normal. 

I met up with Saint Lucian friends every single 
weekend and we went to dances. There were 
dances at Commercial Street and Hackney 
Town Hall, then we went to loads of parties in 
homes, and we went to Roaring Twenties in 
the West End. We listened to everything -jive, 
reggae, soul-and we danced merengue!” 




Eugenia Fredrick remembers housing 
conditions in the UK 

“It was all one family in the house - my dad and his 
sisters and their husbands, we all lived in one house. 
So we were on the top floor, and his sister was on 
the other floor. And all the boys used to be in the 
basement in that house. And there was a toilet - it 
was outside, but you could open the door inside to go. 
But there was no bath. You had to go to the Hackney 
Baths. You'd go and queue up and then you go in and 
they let the water in for you. If it’s too hot you call out, 
‘cold water in number so and so’. Or if it's too cold you 
say, ‘hot water in number so and so’. And then you 
have your bath. When you’ve finished, you’ve had your 
half hour bath, you come out and they come and wash 
the bath and someone else comes and uses the bath. 
Heating was a paraffin heater, you'd go and buy 
paraffin to put in the heater to warm up, to dry the 
clothes in the room. And sometimes you would do 
your toast on top of the heater...”

M Y FATHER 
knew that if I 
was arrested 
one more time, 
it would be serious,” says 
Paul Anderson, looking 
back on the moment that 
changed his life for good. 

“So, he sent me to 
Nigeria, where he was from, 
and where I met my cousins 
and the rest of my family... 
They lived on so much less 
but had such rich lives. 

And the way they treated 
me with such respect... It 
changed everything for me.” 

Born in Islington and 
raised in Camden, Paul 
was kicked out of school at 
15. From that moment on, 
he recalls: “I was hanging 
out with groups of toxic 
guys, getting into trouble, 
getting caught up in ongoing 
conflicts. One of my best 
friends got shot and died...” 

The trip to Nigeria, 
however turned his life 
around. He says: “Really, 
it was a broader journey, 
discovering who I was and 
what my life was about.” 

And so, on his return to 
the UK, he went back to 
college to do his A-levels, at 
the age of 21. He also began 
volunteering as a youth 
worker in Islington while 
managing and directing 
an African drumming and 
dance company called 
Brekete in his spare time. 

A probation officer asked 
him to give talks to young 
people about his own 
experiences growing up, 
and the consequences of 
his actions. To his surprise, 
it turned out he had a real 
talent for communicating 
with young people. 

“From then on, every year 
I got a little more work, a 


little more responsibility, 
and everything took off,” 
he says. 

While working as a 
senior youth worker for 
the Regents Park estate in 
Camden, he was asked to 
develop some ideas for the 
area’s regeneration plans. 

When the borough was 
granted funding to make 
all six of his ideas a reality, 
Paul found himself given 
the role of Community 
Development Officer, 
managing a portfolio of 
projects and a serious 
funding pot. 

Paul says: “I loved the 
job, loved working with the 
area’s young people and 
listening to their ideas, but 
after six years, I felt it was 
time to move on.” 

So Paul found himself 
in Hackney, working for 
Renaisi, an award-winning 
social enterprise, where 
he developed regeneration 
schemes in the borough. 
Paul also won Renaisi a 
big contract in Luton, 
where he was to meet his 
next challenge. 

In 2003 Paul became the 
CEO of the UK Centre for 
Carnival Arts (UKCCA). 
There was only one 
problem. The centre did 
not yet exist. So Paul raised 
over £14 million to design, 
build and run the UK’s first 
dedicated centre for carnival 
arts, while also running 
Luton Carnival. He stayed 
for 10 years until one of 
his colleagues there asked 
for his help with another 
charity, Voyage Youth. 

Established by the 
National Black Police 
Association (NBPA) in 
2002, the charity has a 
unique remit to build the 
leadership qualities of 
marginalised young black 
people and help them

Paul was appointed CEO 
in 2013, and moved the 
charity to Hackney from 
south London three years 
ago. He says: “Hackney has 
this vision for creating equal 
opportunities for young 
black men that makes it 
really special.” 

As well as accredited 
courses within schools, 
pupil referral units, 
young offending teams, 
bail hostels and youth 
prisons, the charity 
delivers empowerment and 
leadership courses from its 


headquarters in New City 
College, Shoreditch. 

Referrals are typically 
made by schools and, says 
Paul: “We recruit young 
people with potential 
that’s going unrealised. 
Young people who don’t 
have support.” 

Voyage becomes that 
support system. Their 


leadership programme 
demands that young people 
turn up every Saturday 
morning for 12 weeks. 

Yet incredibly, of the 110 
students recruited this year, 
103 finished the course. 

Nor are students left 
to their own devices on 
graduation. Paul continues: 
“We’re there as a ladder of 


support, from Year 9 all the 
way to higher education.” 

Accordingly, he’s now 
running a research project 
with 12 young people who 
are part of the Voyage 
graduate scheme. 

Paul explains: “They 
all graduated from our 
leadership course in July 
and we’ve been asked by 
the NBPA to explore what 
kind of promise black police 
officers could make to 
their community.” 

The young people are 
building questionnaires, 
holding focus groups and 
conducting interviews to 
see what shape the public 
would like black policing to 
take in London. They will 
then present their findings at 
the NBPA AGM. 

Five years after taking 
the helm, Paul can see 
the difference the charity 
makes to young people 
in the community. “Our 
graduates keep in touch,” 
he explains. “One of our 
earliest, Symeon Brown, is 
now a reporter for Channel 
4 News. He comes back to 
talk to our students about 
the difference Voyage made 
to his life, and how they can 
change theirs.” 

Paul’s own journey could 
not provide a better example 
of this. With so much 
behind him, does he have 
any ambitions remaining? 

“Leroy Logan MBE is 
our chair at Voyage,” he 
says. “When he was a police 
officer in my ends, we used 
to call him names and taunt 
him as the only black officer. 
But as we developed a great 
relationship, he encouraged 
myself and my peers to stay 
out of trouble. 

“I want to build a new 
relationship between the 
police and young people, 
to make it easier for young 
people to trust the police 
and report more crime. 
That’s the aim, and it’s a 
big one.”

Cleaner vehicle fleet wins 
national air quality award 

A PROJECT by the Council to introduce cleaner vans and 
trucks into its fleet has been recognised at the National Air 
Quality Awards earlier this month. 

The Council won the Vehicle Fleet Air Quality Initiative of 
the Year award for its work to expand its bike and electric 
vehicle fleet and use cleaner fuels for its diesel vehicles. 

It now has 46 electric vehicles, ranging from vans used 
by the parking and community library services, to electric 
buggies used in Hackney’s parks. 

As part of the project, which was supported with a 
£400,000 grant from the Mayor of London’s Air Quality 
Fund, electric charging points have been introduced 
at Council sites across the borough. Around half of the 
Council’s diesel fleet also run on a vegetable oil mix. A 
fleet of pool bikes, to add to an existing fleet of 50 bikes, 
are being introduced to encourage staff to cycle between 
meetings around the borough.

W ITH winter 
approaching, 
residents who 
are more at risk 
from seasonal flu are being 
encouraged to have their 
free flu jab. 

Flu, or influenza, is an 
infectious disease with 
symptoms including fever, 
chills, headache, aches 
and pains in the joints 
and muscles, and extreme 
tiredness. And, because flu 
is a virus, and not a bacteria, 
antibiotics won’t treat it. 

Flu can be passed on when 
a person with the flu coughs 
or sneezes, which spreads 
the virus. This is then 
breathed in by other 
people or picked up by 
touching surfaces. 

People can help prevent 
the spread of flu by covering 
the nose and mouth when 
coughing or sneezing, 
washing hands frequently or 
using hand gels, and binning 
any used tissues. 

Flu can affect anyone but 
it can be much worse for 
older people, children and 
those who have a long-term 
health condition. 

It is important for 
residents deemed most ‘at 
risk’ (see box) to have the flu 
vaccination this season, even 
if they were vaccinated last 
year, because the flu virus 
changes each year. 

Residents should speak 
to their GP, practice nurse 
or pharmacist to book a 
vaccination appointment.

Gibson’s studio recorded 


the celebrations for the 
company’s diamond 
jubilee and its centenary as 
well as Christmas parties, 
retirement celebrations and 
staff presentations. 

Archives staff are 
particularly intrigued 
by two sets of negatives 
labelled ‘Metal Box 
Initiation’ which appear to 


feature a man wearing tin 
cans around his neck being 
carried through the factory 
on a stretcher. Hackney 
Archives would love to 
know more about these 
initiation ceremonies. 

The Metal Box 
Company’s roots in 
Hackney date back to 1869 
when Edward C Barlow 


was established as a tin 
can manufacturer. It was 
acquired by the Metal Box 
Company in 1929. 

The factory closed in 
the early 1980s, despite 
a local campaign against 
the closure. Some of the 
material relating to the 
campaign to prevent the 
factory’s closure can be 




seen at the Archives. The 
factory buildings on Sutton 
Place were subsequently 
demolished and the site 
is now occupied by 
residential buildings.

Method 

•Season the chicken thighs with salt, pepper, 5 spice, 
garlic, ginger and onion powder and marinate overnight 
with some oil 

• Preheat the oven to 140 degrees. Place the chicken on a 
tray and cook in the oven for about 20 mins. Put aside to 
cool and start the sauce 

• Place the onions, ginger and garlic with some oil in a pot 
to cook for about 10 mins. Then add the carrots, curry 
powder and chilli powder and cook for 2 mins and add the 
rice vinegar 

•Once the rice vinegar has evaporated add the chicken 
stock and bring to the boil and simmer for 5 mins 

•To breadcrumb the chicken, get 3 bowls with flour in one, 
the beaten egg in the other and breadcrumbs in the last 
bowl.

Councillors have a range of responsibilities, 
including helping to oversee Council services. 


They hold advice surgeries where residents 
can meet their local representative and ask 
them to take up issues of concern.
